Yad Vashem honours 
two Dutch citizens

Two Dutch citizens who saved 
Jews during World War II were 
honoured at Yad Vashem on Friday 
by having trees planted in their 
name in the Avenue of the 
Righteous Gentiles. 

Former underground fighter Fre- 
derick Carl Baller of Amstelveen hid 
the two daughters of the neighbour- 
ing Oudkerk family for two years. 
At the risk of his life he repeatedly 
moved them from one hideout to 
another, and he also supplied forged 
ration cards to other families. 

Baller's doctors told him he was 
too sick to visit Israel, unless he 
agreed to undergo open heart sur- 
gery. He willingly did so. 

The second Dutch citizén to be 
honoured, Mrs. Sanderina van Mee- 
teren, in March 1944 took in the 
six-month-old baby ‘boy of Mr. and 
Mrs. de Pau, who were taken to a 
concentration camp shortly after- 
wards. At the risk of her life she 
hid little Aharon until she was able 
to return him to his parents, who 
survived the war. Mrs. van Meeteren 
is now a guest of her erstwhile 
ward, who lives in Bnei Brak.

The next afternoon he went to 
Jerusalem's Independence Park and 
joined another group of 42 would- 
be settlers. They started their trek 
into Judea at 2.30 am, Thursday 
via Mount Scopus, and reached Wadi 
Kelt about eight hours later. 

“We could have made it in less 
time,” Avi said, “but we -lost a 
few hours by using wadis and side 
roads, to avoid detection.

Just as his group “reached Wadi 
Kelt, he added, soldlers pounced on 
them and forcibly removed six per- 
sons.

In a letter to Attorney-General 
William Saxbe, Jaworski said that 
now that the trial of five one-time 
aides to former President Nixon 
was about to begin the remalning 
scandal investigations could be 
directed by another special prosecu-

Jaworski emphasized that ‘his re- 
signation — effective from October 
25 — was in no way connceted with 
the controversial pardon President 
Ford granted Nixon last month. 
The question of whether Nixon will 
testify in the trial is still un- 
answered.

Long queues of men, women and children outside 
government consumer goods shops, fights and police 
intervention to try and enforce order are dally features 
of Egyptian life, writes Reuter correspondent Andrew 
Waller from Cairo. 

People enquire curiously, “What is belng sold? rice, 
soap, chicken, tea?” and then join the queue to buy 
what they can before It's sold out. 

“Prices have soared for almost every item and you 
are lucky if you find what you want,” says Ibrahim 
Kadi, a member of parliament. “The people are fed 
up. There must be a quick end to these bottlenecks. 


BREAD SUBSIDY 

In July President Anwar Sadat sald the government 
pays 291 million Egyptian pounds (about 13,000m.) 
to keep the price of bread unchanged. Other subsidies 
also go to maize, lentlis, edfble off and fertilizers. Sadat 
also said the government had earmarked 1,391 milion 
pounds in foreign currency this year to buy consumer 
goods, compared with $76 millon in 1973, 

Another member of parliament, Dr. Mohed Stino, 
sald, “We are tired. Idle capacity in industry because 
of lack of spsre parts is partly responsible for the 
inflation and the disappearance of essential goods.” 
Even salt, which is produced locally, has tripled in 
price im the past month. Almost everything else has 
doubled, he said. 

Housewife Zeinab Ali, asked which political system 
she wants in Egypt, said, “The one which can give 
voy husband on increase in salary and spare me the 
agony of queuing to buy two bars of sonp and a 
kilo of rice.” 

Part of the crisis is Egypt's fantastic population 
growth, a million a year, according to official sta- 
tistics. 

Former Industry Minister Mohammed Salem Mohj- 
madein said he feared worse crises. “The problem is 
not so much inflation as the disappearance of these 
(basic) commodities from the market," he said. 

Sadat’s new government, formed Jast month, is now 
implementing a 15-month development plan costing 
£900m., to build industries yleiding quick returns. The 
new Industry Minister, Dr. Mahmoud All Hassan, has 
promised to fix prices of essential industrial products, 
regardless of price increases, 

In Syria, still reeling from the economic damage 
of the October war, prices have risen by an average 
30 per cent over the past year. 

Last April, the government gave all public em- 
Ployees a monthly wage increase of 50 Syrian pounds 
{IL60), and two montha ago ordered a 10 per cent 
pay increase for both public and private sector 
employees.
